Steamships, Limited, Canadian Gov- 
ernment Merchant Marine, Limited, 
and other subsidiary and affiliated 
companies. The appointment takes 
effect tomorrow. 

Mr. Hungerford will remain 
chairman of the board of the 
railway, 

At the same time, it was an- 
nounced that Mr. Hungerford has 
resigned as president of Trans- 
Canada Airlines and that H. J. 
Symington, K.C., of Montreal, a 
director of the organization since 
its inception, will succeed him as 
T.C.A. president.

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A Busy Country 


The bureau of statistics reports the 
hysical volume of business during the 
irst half of this year was greater than 

in any similar period since 1929, while 
in June it reached a “new high point”. 
The “physical volume of business” is 
the amount of goods that changes 
hands, measured in weights, units and 
quantities, notin money. ° 

The present volume is of course 
swelled by an enormous and increasing 
flow of war materials. On the other 
hand, the wheat movement has been 
sluggish, and in some years the outflow 
of wheat has added millions of tons to 
the volume in the second half of a mar- 
keting year. The gain on one account 
off-sets the loss on the other, suggest- 
ing that the buying and selling of goods 
other than war materials and wheat is 
enormous and may even be unprece- 
dented. 

The turn-over of goods is a plain in- 
dicator of general conditions. It is large 
because from one end of the country to 
the other employment is’ plentiful, men 
and women earning wages. There is 
human interest in statistics if one cares 
to look past the figures to what they 
signify. That goods are moving in 
huge volume means that people are now 
able to buy freely and live better on 
the average. 


The Fair 


Attendance at the Fair was about 
10,000 below the figures for last year, 
a drop of approximately 7 per cent. The 
circumstances considered, that is a very 
favorable showing. Cancellation of the 
stock show robbed the Fair in advance 
of one of the main reasons why this an- 
nual event has been staged, and of the 
patronage of those whose interest cen- 
tres in the show-rings and stables. And 
the stifling heat simply withered up the 
impulse to mingle in crowds. Those who 
went to the grounds did so in defiance 
of the weather rather than influenced 
by it. : 

Though more money is circulating, 
there was less betting on the races than 
a year ago, the slump corresponding 
roughly with that in attendance. Does 
this mean that the stockmen are usually 
generous patrons of the pari-mutuels, 
or that the heat sapped even the in- 
ducement to guess which horse would 
come in first? 

As always the crowds on the 
grounds were orderly, there was little 
for the police to do, there were no fires, | 
and no serious accidents. It is expect- 
ed that when the accounts are made up 
there will be a substantial balance of 
revenue over expenditure. The last 
Fair—for the duration—thus passes 
into history leaving a good record in 
these respects, a precedent which it is 
to be hoped post-war events will keep.

From Norway to the Balkans and | 
from France to Czechoslovakia come 
reports of growing unrest, of expressed | 
hostility to the occupational forces, of 
overt acts of sabotage, and of punitive | 
measures adopted by the gauletiers to 
suppress popular demonstrations. Ber- 
lin announces that wholesale shootings | 
have taken place in Yugoslavia, in an 
attempt to stem the tide of insurgency, 
and Berlin is not likely to tell its trou- 
ties abroad if there is any way to 
squelch the news. 

This of course’is a reaction from the 
challenge Hitler has met in Russia and 
the widening devastation of R.A.F. 
raids on German munitions centres and | 
supply systems. The longer the Rus- | 
sian deadlock continues and the farther 
the bombers spread destruction, the 
bolder the suppressed peoples will be- 
come, and the weaker the garrisons | 
that hold them in check. 

Immense as they are, the Fuehrer’s 
forces are spread thinly over an area 
so vast that only the complete disarma- 
ment of the populations prevents an 
immediate continent-wide insurrection. 
Even lack of arms and the brutal! char- 
acter of their jailers has not cowed the | 
subject peoples, and they know now 
that the tyrant who struck them down 
is not invincible. 

The “V" that is being chalked on

That's why the new alliance 
is a reassuring thing. This “numerically 
small section in Britain, composed of the 
very nicest people” has influence far 
beyond its numbers. It has wealth and 
Social prestige rather than intellgence, and 
will be very loth to give up any of its pre- 
rogatives at the close of the war.

relevant is the fact that at the close of the 
First World War, uprising in Britain was 
only averted by the introduction of unem- 
ployment insurance—known colloquially 
as “the dole.” Soldiers from France and 
Mesopotamia did not propose to do as did 
their great grandfathers who beat 
Napoleon at Waterloo and die of starva- 
tion and want by the thousand, under 
English hedgerows. 

This war will not have been worth en- 
during by the working masses of Britain 
unless it means the end of the system of 
working men longer hours than are 
needed, so that a standing army of unem- 
ployed may be maintained on the dole. 

_ No willing man should suffer the 
ignominy of life on an unemployment dole, 
nor at the end live on a starvation pittance, 
merely because he lacked the acquisitive 
gift, or refused to lift himself above the 
struggling masses by pressing others down. 

The alliance with Russia wil] act as a 
counterbalance against that “numerically 
small section in Britain” of very nice peo- 
ple who wish to live as parasites on the 
backs of others.

It is possible, of course, that the gesture 
toward Indo-China is only a device to 
divert attention and that Siberia is still 
Japan’s rea) objective. 

If, however, she proposes to move into 
Indo-China first, there are two significant 
conclusions to be drawn: , 

1. Hitler must have become more con- 
fident, in the past 48 hours, of the course 
his attack on Russia is taking and believes 
he can succeed without calling for a Japan- 
ese flank assault. 


2. Japan must feel that the United 
States will not get into the war even 
though her security in the Pacific is 
threatened,

Requirements of War and 
Civilian Needs 
By WALTER LIPPMANN 

Although much is being said about how 
we must have total defence and about how 
at the same time we must, at all costs, pro- 
tect the people against an inflation, we 
have reached a point where talk will no 
longer do as a substitute for action. The 
defence industries have already been ex- 
panded for production on a scale which 

: promises to be one of the 
greatest, if not the great- 
est, industrial achieve- 
ments of all times. But 
the promise will not be 
fulfilled unless these in- 
dustries are supplied with 
the raw materials, the 
power, the transportation 
and everything else that 
they need. 

In order to supply 
tees : them, shortages must de- 
sineaeaati ® velop in the supplies of 
W. Lippmann civilian goods, and be- 
cause the civilians are earning a great deal 
of money with which to buy the goods that 
must of necessity become scarcer, the stage 
is set for an inflationary rise of prices. The 
inflation will develop quickly if it is not at 
once firmly taken in hand. 

The task of seeing to it that the defence 
industries are supplied cannot be separ- 
ated from the duty of seeing to it that the 
civilians are not ruined by inflation. These 
are two aspects of the same fundamental 
problem which is how to divide the re- 
sources of the country between defence 
and civilian consumption, What goes to 
defence tends to create the shortage which 
leads to inflation. What is withheld for the 
civilians delays and reduces the output of 
arms. There ought, therefore, to be—but 
in fact there is not—one central, supreme 
economic committee with full power to 
control the supply of all essential economic 


resources, 
Central Authority 


The fact that the President has not seen 
the necessity of creating such a central 
authority is merely one of the external 
symptoms and consequences of a much 
deeper trouble. That deeper trouble may 
be described as a wishful conception 
founded on a false analysis of the problem 
of our war economy. 

This would be a presumptuous thing to 
say if it were not for the fact that Ameri- 
can industry is already beginning to groan 
and creak under the strain imposed upon 
it. Why is it that even today, when we are 
just entering into the mass production of 
weapons, there are already serious diffi- 
culties in supplying the defence industries 
and ominous symptoms of inflation? The 
Germans have the greatest mechanized 
army in the world; the steel production of 
all the territory under their rule is about 
40,000,000 tons. We can produce comfort- 
ably 86,000,000 tons. In respect to most of 
the important metals, except perhaps alum- 
inum, our supplies are enormously greater 
than Germany's. Yet we are still not 
equaling the German production of wea- 
pons and already we are troubled by “de- 
ficits’ and by “inflation.” There must be 
some deep fault of national economic 
policy to bring about such difficulties and 
dangers so early in our undertaking. 

Thanks to a most illuminating analysis 
which has just been made by the Ameri- 
ean Institute of Mining and Metallurgical 
Engineers, we can see rather clearly what 
the trouble is. It is that we are trying to 
enjoy a boom and to out-produce Germany 
at the same time and there is nobody with 
authority to say this cannot be done and 
that it must not be attempted. 

We have been told in a government re- 
port that next year we shall need 120,000,- 
000 tons of steel whereas our present capa- 
city is short of ninety millions. Why are 


consideration for the needs of the present 
and future generations.” ; 

No fewer than 16,000 members of the 
air forces—those gallant youth of whom 
Churchill has said that never in all history 
have so many been so indebted to so few— 
have joined the Sword Movement. The 
leaders recegnize that the British ruling 
class cannot be expected to yield up their 
privileges save with great reluctance. They 
are starting the fight now, organizing the 
movement, preparing books and pamph- 
lets and formulating their code to win for 
the ordinary man permanent betterment.

While most people in Britain and North 
America—particularly those of French 
birth or descent—have reconciled them- 
selves to the fact that France's only hope 
lies in Genera] Charles de Gaulle and his 
excellent colleagues, there are some few 
who try to find excuses for Petain et al. 

They say that Vichy should not be con- 
demned for departing from democracy and 
trying to orient France's peculiar political 
tendencies into a form of government 
adapted to her particular national needs. 

They say that most British and Ameri- 
cans are bigotted about democracy and are 
unfair in blaming Petain, Darlan and 
Laval for honestly trying to give France 
a political philosophy of her own, 

In part, this is perfectly true. Many 
British and Americans are sadly bigotted 
about democracy and are inclined to attri- 


bute to democracy a magic which it de- . 


cidedly does not possess. 

But if I recollect aright, it was France 
that played a vigorous, not to say violent, 
part in the invention of democracy, 

When she overthrew the Grand Mon- 
archy and sought liberty through regicide 
and oceans of blood, she chose for her- 
self, out of all the polities systems in the 
world and out of all the systems she might 


have invented, that particular system

It is a serious question whether any of 
the measures now being discussed publicly, 
or all of them combined—higher taxes, 
purchase of government bonds, priorities, 
price controls, are sufficient to do what 
must be done: namely, to supply the de- 
fence industries and to prevent the result 
ing shortages of supply from developing 
an inflation under the pressure of the enor- 
mously increased civilfan purchasing 
power. 

No other country has organized a mode 
ern war economy ,successfully by these 
measures alone and we ought to ask our- 
selves right-now whether more direct and 
decisive measures applied immediately 
will not in the end save us infinite diffi- 
culties, If the problem is to determine how 
the available supply of strategic materials 
and of necessary goods is to be distributed 
among defence industries and among civil- 
ians, may not the answer be that the gove 
ernment should step in at some point in the 
economic process, buy the whole supply of 
the materials at a fair price, and as the 
owner resell it at a controlled price where 
national defence and civilian needs ree 


quire? 
Present Inflation 


If this is the most effective way to pre- 
vent inflation, it will be—however radical 
it may sound at first—the most conserva- 
tive in its consequences. Nothing is s0 
violently disruptive of the social order as a 
run-away inflation, and the most radically 
effective measures to prevent inflation are, 
therefore, far preferable to more orthodox 
measures which do not work. 

We should, then, consider seriously the 
government purchase of the whole supply 
of an esséntial commodity wherever seri- 
ous shortages appear. For the experience 
of other countries seems to indicate that 
this is the most effective form of control 
—that it is the most effective means of 
controlling the large priorities and a fair 
price and of insuring a just distribution to 
the consumer, For the problem is to dis- 
tribute the supply efficiently and justly. 
Only the government can determine how 
the distribution is to be made, and since 
that Ss the government’s inescapable task, 
it is probably better to do it effectively and 
thoroughly by purchase than to do it badly 
by exhortation, denunciation, prosecution 
and confused and legally doubtful decrees.

INCREASE EXPECTED 

“On the completion of the present 
agreement for 425,000,000 pounds of 
bacon, hams and other cuts on 
Sept. 15, 1941, it is anticipated that 
the agreement for the following 12 
months will call for the delivery by 
Canada of 600,000,000 pounds of 
bacon, ham and other cuts. 

“The larger order will necessi- 
tate a substantial increase in the 
Canadian production of hogs.”

SOMEWHERE IN ENGLAND, 
July 23—(CP)—Testing airdrome
